He feels the 
mluation most keenly, but of course 
will only strive the harder to meet the 
emergency. The religious world is 
at present sorely pressed or rather 
disturbed by the scientific, which 
fact serves to tighten the bonds of sec- 
tarianism; to nerve that sort of church 
people to renewed efforts, while that 
portion of mankind not particularly 
interested in churches of any kind, 
are more than ever inclined to be to- 
tally indifferent, and only such men 
as Beccher—men of great personal 
magnetism and powers of speech— 
succeed in holding any considerable 
portion of the liberal-minded of man- 
kind to any sort of church discipline. 
Mr. Hamilton possesses originality 
and earnestness enough, but there is 
that something lacking which calls 
out enthusiasm, without which the 
establishment of a new religion is an 
nohill business. However, his ef- 
forts command more than local at- 
tention, and altogether the circle in 
his favor is widening. He is invite<l 
to a conference of clergymen to be 
held in New York next fall, and asks 
the congregation to give him leave to 
attend. This conference is in the in- 
terest of the cause for which Mr, H 
has devoted himself for several years 
in Oakland.

PEOBABLE NEW DEPABTUBE. 


Some months ago ex-Superinten- 


dent Chns. Crocker of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, went to 
Japan and China on business con- 
nec'ted with that corporation. 
We 


happened to leant soon after in a 
round about way thnt on his return 
from that expedition, he would suc- 
ceed to the Presidency of therond. 
Lately we have"it' more directly that 
the proposed change is soon to take 
place, and with it will come a new 
line of policy; a programme that will 
practically amount to a complete de- 
parture from the past and present 
imauagement of the Company's af- 
•fairs. The political barnacles ciing- 
iiag to the institution, for one thing, 
will be brushed away, and the purely 
legitimate interests of the corpora- 
tion more nearly attended to. Ei- 
Governor Stanford has been more of 
a political than business head of the 
concern; and owing to the active 
" anti-monopoly " sentiment created 
mostly since the overland road waa 
completed, it has perhaps been deem- 
ed adwable all round that a uew de- 
parture be inaugurated, and the Com- 
pany be no longer the stepping-stone 
to public favor on the part of news- 
papers or men. That hereafter the 
Company will make the most of the 
road and its connections, as free 
from political troubles or manipula- 
tion os the average mercantile firm.
